Here is another case of what we have repeatedly referred to in .these 


columns, the total absence of any sense,of moral responsibility for one's

,cwn life or that of those dependent upon him. Here was a-father who had

lost his wife, a most natural occurrence. 
Instead of taking-courage, mid 


doing the best he could for his, children, he whined for his-lost'wife and 


after mature deliberation decided to kill (he three children and then to end 
Ms own life,

The murder was one of Iho most cold-blooded on record, and what 


makes fhe crime more horrifying still is, that the father appeared to assume 


divine approval of his acts and that he could justify his crime when fucc 


fo face with God. He even belittled the crime by saying in his letter that

it was not murder, and that he wished he had never committed any 
greater sin. 


That crime and the sentiments by which' this educated man tried to 


- 
justify it should bear a lesson to others on the moral responsibility of 


parents for the lives of their ehildtcn as well as for their own lives. This 


man repudiated the idea that he committed murder in killing his children. 


He claimed to be only removing (hern for (heir own good. -His line of 
reasoning would justify murder to ease pain, to end'.sorrow or to .avoid 
disgrace, all of which is a very dangerous doctrine; and yet we sec it here

advocated by a highly educated man. 
' , It is to be hoped thai his example wi|l not move the weak-minded and 
the hair-brained to similar nets of murder and suicide.

Ready for Any Issue 


"I haven't read the speeches of the 


president or the senior senator, but i£ 
I have been correctly Informed ns to

creased majority. 


"In my opinion, the president missed

A man named Edward Bennett of South Tliomaston, Me., a graduate 


of Oxford university and apparently iu full possession of his senses, decided 


to kill his three children and himself for the sole reason th.it his wi 


having died some time before, he wimtcd to join her in the life beyond ai 


did not want to leave the children behind. 
He left a long letter defendii 


his course with arguments which, although based ou wrong premises, oou 


iiot be framed by an unsound mind. 


' Here is another ease of what we have repeatedly referred to in (lies 


columns, the total absence of any sense of moral responsibility for one 


own life or that of those dependent upon him. Here was iffather who ha 


v 
lost his wife, a most natural occurrence. Instead of taking courage'an 


doing the best he could for his children, he whined for his lost wife au 


- after mature deliberation decided to kill the three children and then to en 


bis own life. 


The murder was one of'the most .cold-blooded 0(1'record, and wha 


, 
makes the crime more horrifying still is, that the father appeared to assuni 


divine appioval of his acts and that he could justify his crime when face 


lo face with God. Ho even belittled the crime by saying in his letter tha 


, ft was not murder, and that ho wished he had never committed 


greater sin. 


That crime mid the sentiments by which this educated man tried to 


_-justify it should hear a lesson to others on the moral responsibility of 


parents for the lives of their childien as well as for their own lives. This 


man repudiated the idea that ho committed murder in hilling his children. 


He claimed to be only removing them for their own good. Hid lino of 
reasoning would justify murder to ease p;iiu, to end sorrow or to avoid 
disgrace, all of which is a \ery dangerous doctrine; and yel we sec it here 
advocated by a highly educated man. 
- 


It is to be hoped that his example' will not move the weak-minded and 


the hair-brained to similar acts of murder and suicide. 
Had this man 


possessed a clear idea of his icspousibility to the Creator for his own life 
and for the lives of his children, and if in addition to this he had possessed 


•- healthy faith in the docliine of future rewards and punishments, wo do 
not believe he would have deliberately decided lo commit such a crime while 
in his right mind. 


Yet when we consider the motives under which many suicides and 


- murders similar to these are committed we find many resulting from the 
.lack of a due sense of moral lespoiisibility. This is frequently apparent 
in ihe fact that suicides and to ,-t less, extent murderers while pianuiug (lie 
most heinous crimes in the calendar, invoke the blessing of heaven upon 
IKcir foul deods. ffhcie any such belief prevails the. man or woman .who

!^S long as there are weights agreed 


upon for boxing contests Just so 


long there will ba ways and devices to 
fool the scales," says Abe Attell, tho 
featherweight 
champion. 
"I 
don't 


know Just'.when tho first trick was 
worked upon ths weights, but I'll just 
bet a Ilttlo money it was within a 
month after old time boxers began to 
make matches at any stated number of 
rounds. 


"The tricks and dodges by which 


men try to fool their adversaries on 
the weight question are almost in- 
numerable, and somo of them are real- 
y classy In their style and execution. 
Oldest of all and one that is still tried, 
but seldom worked successfully, is tho 
rick of putting a wad of gum on the 
underside of the one hundred pound 
weight That used to fool many grcen- 
lorns and sleepers, but nowadays ho 
joxer goes to the scale without first 
grabbing the weight and Inspecting 
ha under side. 
"When this dodge began to fail they 


filled the holes In the bottom of tha 
.'eight, with, shoemaker's black wax, 
rusting to the stuff to harden and look 
nough like the lead or iron to pass In- 
pectiqn. That went for a time, but 
ow a boxer will dig into the holes' 
rHh his ringer nails, and. them is a 
well row if he finds any wax therein. 
"One manager I knew long ago had 
special ono hundred pound weight 


nado for him, xvith every detail cor- 
:ct, but so filled with lead that it was 
ght pounds to tho bad. 
If a man 


efghlng 140 pounds was weighed with 
hat disc of iron his poundage regls- 
ered Just 132. See the idea? 
This 


manager had It soft for a long time. 


"One night at the old American club 


in Chicago he had Paddy. Sheehan. a 
tough welter, .matched with Kid Rob- 
.erson, a dangerous negro. Weight, 143 
pounds, ringside. 
Paddy weighed 150 


and hadn't time to train down: Mr.

In other words, when we 
are dealing with the subject of pugil- 
ists we generally find a given course 
of training will develop different mus- 
cles along almost Identically tho same 
lines. 


"In tho perfection of wrestling ma- 


terial tho muscles are developed on an 
entirely different plan. This Is, noted 
in a. comparison of Gotch and Hackon- 
schmlclt, because the two men ara dif- 
ferently constructed. 


"When Hack steps out on the mat lu 


a ring and discards his bath robe ono 
of tho first things tho fans will notice 
Is tho almost abnormal development 
iroiind the big fellow's neck and shoul- 
ders. There are great pads of muscle 
?xtendtng along the back and sides of 
Hackenschmldt's neck that tend to give 
ils shoulders a sloping 
appearance. 


This 
development 
Is 
distributed 


Jirouchout his back and Is supple- 


mented by an almost freakish develop- 
ment under his arms. The girth meas- 
urement of Hackenschmidt Is a great 
deal more than appearances would in- 
dicate, but the contrast with his mam- 
moth shoulders Klves him that taper- 
Ing build that makes him a veritable 
human wedge.

"Hackenschmtdt depends more larges- 


y on quick moves and sudden jerks? 
taking spurts, with the object of catch- 
ing his-man off his balance and up- 
setting htm. On the other hand. Gotch 
nvaxiably bulls his man around the 
ring, keeping him out of balance and 
steadily wearing him down. 


Hackenschmidt 
has

many catch-as-catch-can matches as 
Gotch. 
The mere fact that he has 


taged-a great nmuy of his operations 
n London by no means Indicates that 
10 Is Greco-Roman In style. The truth 
f the matter is tho English audiences 
demand catch-as-catch-can amiost as 
much as do the American fans. 


Training Methods Differ. 


'Gotch's training embodies wrestling, 


andball and road work, almost to the 


exclusion of everything else. Hacken- 
schmidt does practically no running, 
but he believes in walking, taking a 
four mile clip nnd holding It for sev- 
eral hours. 
He contends that this 


helps the wind a great deal more\haTi 
running, because ho Indulges In this 
walking exercise every day in the year, 
while In the ordinary road work tho 
wrestler will perhaps stick to the dally 
runs for two or threo weeks and then 
pass them up for as many months. 
Hack also does a great deal of work 
with weights and other gymnasium ap- 
paratus.
